Observers  noted  round  object  about  the  size  of  a marble. 

The  color  was  silver  that  later  changed  to  orange. 

Object  was  visible  for  ij  hours  before  disappearing  to- 
ward the  west.  The  object  was  seen  by  many  people  and  sane 
said  that  it  looked  like  a balloon. 

A balloon  was  launched  by  Litton  Systems  Incorp.  of 
Minneapolis,  Minnesota  on  24  August  66.  The  balloon 
dropped  its  package;  however,  it  did  not  function  properly 
and  the  balloon  went  toward  the  south  for  the  next  10 
days.  This  balloon  was  over  the  southern  Kjjssouri  area 
on  the  30  August  66.

It  was  launched  by  Linton  Systems  Incorp*  (612-633-7110)*  He 
said  that  other  groups  launched  balloons*

Wad  a balloon  launched  from  Palistine,  Texas  on  5 Sept.  66  which 
went  westward.  Over  Lubbock,  Texas,  Tucumcari,  New  Mexico,  Gallop, 
New  Mexico,  to  Prescott,  Arizona.  Dr*  Morris  didn't  know  where  the 
balloon  was  at  the  time  of  the  conversation.  This  was  9 Sept,  66  and 
the  balloon  was  still  loose* 

Dr.  Morris  also  said  that  it  was  quite  possible  for  a balloon  to 
reach  the  US  after  having  gone  around  the  world.  There  have  been 
balloons  launched  from  New  Zealon  By  NCAR  that  have  gone  around  the 
Southern  Heppe sphere  in  10  days, • 


Contact  with  Mr.  Richard  Olson  of  Litton  Incorp.  about  their 
Balloon  which  was  launched  on  24  August  66.  Their  balloon  was  up 
from  24  Aug.  to  4 Sept  66.  Balloon  was  launched  and  stayed  in 
the  area  for  several  hours.  Balloon  went  up  to  137,000  feet* 
Balloon  traveled  slowly  westward  and  dropped  its  package  about 
7-8  hours  about  40  miles  west  of  launch  area*  Balloon  traveled 
slowly  toward  south  and  was  reported  over  Shenandoah,  Iowa  on 
the  26  August  66.  27  Aug. 66  Hastings  Neb*  28  Aug. 66  Russell, 

Kanas,  29  Aug* 66  Kansas  City,  Mo.  Balloon  has  a red  pennant 
which  has  been  reported  as  a big  red  tail*  Balloon  came  down 
in  SE  Texas.
